For days 
past the city has been full of peasan ts 
from m<iny parts of the country, all 
awaiting the free feast that was given 
ye»tfirdaj. Many of the peasants had 
nilked long distances in order to be 
present, while others, more fortunate, 
had arrived in the city in vehicles of 
e^eo description 


E\pettation had reached the highest 


point for it was known that yester-1 


day s ietes would excel anything of 
the Kind ever given in connection with. 
the coronation of the czar. 


Long before daylight the crowds be- 


gan pouring in the direction of the 
p'aro. while at an early hour all 
sorts of merry making was indulged 
in. The scene was one to be long 
remembered 
Great booths had been 


constructed on the plain, and free 
food was distributed with free beer 
and also mugs as souvenirs of the oc- 
casion 


This free feast, which has always 


been the popular feature of corona- 
tions has hitherto beeil the occasion 
of a great deal of crowding and good 
natured fighting for places on the part 


incea. All the victims belonged to the 
poorest classes of people. The num- 
ber of injured is very large, and it is 
thought many of them will die. In 
some cases'^ many had their arms, legs 
and ribs-broken, and several had their 
skulls fractured by the -heavy wooden 
shoes of the peasants. 


The authorities and members of the 


Russian Bed Cross society are taking 
the best of care of the injured. 
The 


disaster has cast a gloom over the fes- 
tivities, these being the first fatalities 
that have occurred during the corona- 
tion ceremonies. 


The cea.r and czarina, when informed 


df|the extent of the disaster, expressed 
profound sorrow, and the czar gave 
orders that everything should b£ done 
to alleviate the sufferings of the in- 
jured. The calamity was not due to 
any lack of precaution on the part of 
the authorities, but arose entirely 
from the eagerness of the people to 
enjoy the hospitality of the czar.

The 
people in front were swept against 
the barriers, where the 
enormous 


weight of the surging mass in the 
rear was thrown directly against 
them Mad with pain and fright, the 
people who were crushed against the 
barriers struggled to get away, but 
their attempts were fruitless. Their 
shrieks weie'heard, and this had the 
effect of further inciting those in the 
rear to get forward. 


Suddenly the barriers gave way, 


and w ith a rush the immense throng 
swept forward. 
Hundreds of men, 


women and children were thrown 
down and to stumble or fall meant 
diath or serious injury, but no^power 
coulu check the crowd, many of whom 
flere in a condition of panic.

thorities were helpless and for a time 
thtbune baffled description.

Upon it, besides the multitude who 
enjo>ed the hospitality of the c^ar in 
eating, drinking and indulging in all 
sorts of games and witnessing various 
performances, was encamped a vast 
army of soldiers, consisting o£ S3 bat- 
tallions of infantry, 39 squadrons of 
cavahy, seven setnias of coasacks, and 
14 batteries of artillery, which the em- 
peror will review on June 7, the last 
day of the festivities.

festivities was directly in front of the 
palace.

so dense a masS of humanity as had 
gathered there, even in the earlier 
hours of the i morning, was never 
witnessed in Eussia. 


The disaster has greatly moved the 


entire city and many groups gather in 
the streets and doorways of the houses 
discussing the sad affair and listening 
to the stories related by eyewitnesses. 


Some persons declare that the blame 


for the accident belongs to the police, 
who failed to arrive on_ the ground 
sufficiently early to obtain control of 
the assembled crowds. Comparatively 
few police officers were on the Hodyn- 
sky plain at six o'clock in the morning, 
at about which time the disaster oc- 
curred. 
~ There were then 200,000 persons pres- 
ent. About-a thousand attendants pre- 
pared to dispense the gifts to the pop- 
ulace, but finding themselves unable 
to distribute the refreshments and 
souvenirs rapidly enough by handing 
them to the applicants, they threw 
the memorial cups and packets of food 
Into the crowds, and thus brought on 
the scramble which resulted so fatally.

She made several visits 
to Europe, and during her stay abroad 
became correspondent of the New 
York Tribune, Philadelphia Press and 
Chicago, Tribune, besides doing work 
for periodicals. 


In 1874 she appeared as an actress in 


Booth's theater, where her drama tic 
talent asserted itself. 


Since leaving the stage she has de- 


voted her talents and energies to lec- 
turing and journalism, in which she 
achieved the greatest success. Among 
her published works are "Planchette's 
Diary," "Adelaide Kistori," "Mad on 
Purpose" (a comedy), "Pen Photo- 
graphs of Charles Dickens' Readings," 
"Haphazard," "Ten Days'in Spain," 
"History of Bell's Telephone." 


She founded the "National Review" 


several years ago, and in 18 90 began 
the publication of her famous Kate 
Field's Washington, in the national 
capital.! She remained the editor, pub- 
lisher and sole owner of the unique 
weekly publication, the only one in 
the world which bore a woman's name 
An attack of the grip in the winter of 
1894-5 left her unfitted for hard edi- 
torial work, and on this account she 
was compelled to suspend publication 
of her paper and travel for health, do- 
ing occasion lecturing and light jour- 
nalistic work. 


Last fall Miss Field was sent to the 


Hawaiian islands by the Times-Herald 
as special correspondent, and was thus 
engaged, when removed by death. 


As editor of the little Washington 


weekly Miss Field became a creator 
and manipulator of public sentiment 
and was accorded her full due of high 
rank among prominent men at the 
capital, who both courted and feared 
her vigilant and powerful pen and 
speech. Yet she was the most popu- 
lar woman in Washington among 
statesmen. She frequently stirred the 
country to a sense of its shortcomings. 
Her homej was at the Shoreham hotel. 
She rarely went to the office of her pa- 
per, yet kept track of the detail work, 
while gratifying- her love for travel. 
Her ^watchword was "America, for 
Americans," and her devotion to the 
cause of free foreign art works forced 
the senate to reduce the duty to 15 
per cent, after the house had put 
them on the free list in the McKinley 
bill. She was an enthusiast on Ameri- 
can art and industries, secretary of 
the International Ant association, cre- 
ator of the Art congress in Washing- 
'ton'in 1892; a power against Morman- 
ism, a temperance advocate, yet a lec~ 
turer against prohibition and a lover 
of personal liberty.

Times-Herald from. Miss Field stated 
that she bad inadaHhe perilous ascent 
to the crater of "the i active volcano 
Maiiha Loa, wherjei no white woman 
h»d ever trod before, and that she had 
been greatly be^fefitted in health by 
the trip.

An opinion baa been given by Assistant 


Attorney General Newell, regarding tax,- 
ation of religious or church property. 


A tax asaeasor asked .the following ques- 


tion: "Is'it the duty of the assessor to 
Hat for taxation the property of religious 
societies because the church buildings of 
snob societies have been used for lectures 
and entertainments at which an admission 
fee was'charged?" 


In reply the assistant attorney general 


states that it is not. He says'; 


"It la a role of construction tbatal} lawa 


exempting property from the general bur- 
dens of taxation are to be strictly con- 
strued and all doubts resolved in favor of 
the state. It is true that the property of 
a religions purposes or worship; but the 
mere temporary or occasional use of a 
church building for lectures and enter- 
tainments, where sdcb use does not Inter- 
fere with the needs of religions worship, 
and is auch as may be determined at any 
time being merely permissive and volun- 
tary, is not sufficient to subject such prop- 
erty to a forfeiture of the right of exemp- 
tion. It Is not your, duty as assessor to 
Assess such property because it has been 
occasionally used for lectures or entertain- 
ments and admission charged therefore. 
Tbe use of tbo property, In order to for- 
feit the right, must be something more 
than shown in the inquiry."

SERMON BY REV. B. G. HOBBS. 


Describing the Distress Which He Wit- 


nessed at the Stricken City—At 


Several of the Other Churches 


Echoes of the Terrible Ca- 


lamity are Heard. 


The terrible cyclone which visited St. 


Louis last week wag the subject of the 
sermons of many of the ministers of this 
city Sunday. At Grace Methodist church 
Sunday the pastor, Rev. B.G. Hobbs, told 
of the distress which he had witnessed 
when he visited St. Louis last Friday. 
Be took for his text St. Matthew vll., 26: 
"And the rain descended, the floods come, 
the wind blew and beat upon the house 
but it fell not because it wag built upon 
a rook.'' He said that it was Impossible 
to convey in words the enormity of the 
ruin which had been dono by the storm. 
The magnitude of the appalling calamity 
could only be realized by traveling for 
miles and seeing thousands of demolished 
buildings. He mentioned the fact that 
the greatest loss of life was with the per- 
sons who were in brick buildings and told 
of some of the almost miraculous es- 
capes of those who were In frame build- 
ings, and says the most amazing feature 
of the disaster was the comparatively 
small number of persons who were killed. 
The numoer was appalling but it must be 
admitted that it was small as to the extent 
of the ruin. He said that there must be 
many wbo were yet buried In the ruins 
and that iho believed that many persons 
starved to death or died of their injuries 
under the debris whose lives might have 
been saved if they had been taken out. 
The fallen buildings were being cleared 
away and the briokg carefully piled up 
while there yet remained human beings 
pinned down under the ruins, gome per* 
haps alive. The, people were fairly dazed 
and had not yet recovered from the awful 
< 


amazement. Mr. Hobbs said that he wug 
a believer In organized charity and that 
it was a good thing but that it had its 
dangers. People were sometimes inclined 
to wait for the organization to act when 
they could do much themselves. Individ- 
uals should not allow an oragnizntlon to 
stand In the way when they might them- 
selves render aid. 


The speaker said that ho was surprised 


to find so much good cheer. 
Those who 


had been spared their lives were thankful 
and the people rallied wonderfully after 
the shock. He said that some persons bod 
brought up the question of why so many 
churches were destroyed, and why they 
had not been spared by the Almighty. 
The church, be said, was no holier a place 
than the Christian home and being no 
more sacred would not be spared if the 
home were not. He said that one very 
noticeable fact was that those who stayed 
in their bouses had good chances of being 
saved. Even though the roof be turn on" 
and the walls fall Inside a house was the 
safest place. The majority of the persons 
who met their death were killed in the 
streets by the falling brick or eleotrlo 
wires while of the 100,000 persons who 
were in their houses only a few score were 
killed. Mr. Hobbs said that he visited 
tho.morgnes and- looked Into the faces of 
the dead and that he , believed that the 
majority of those who were killed were 
not Christian people. The fact that the 
majority of the people wbo die a violent 
death were noli professed Christians is 
supported by the statistics of any city. 
While some Christian people are killed 
the number IB comparatively small. He 
said ho believed that this showed that 
those wbo trusted in God were saved. 
Those who do not trust in the Lord only 
live by suffrauoe and have no right to ask 
Him to spare their lives. 


The minister spoke of the peculiar way 


in which the distraction wrought. The 
wind seemed to causa a great vacuum 
and the walls of the buildings were 
forced out by the air inside. This was a 
foretype of the judgment. When the 
final time comes the wioked would be de- 
stroyed by something within. The moral 
convulsion within and the bunting out of 
conscience -would destroy the sdnV He 
said that the bouses in some parts of the 
city Were not damaged. This showed 
that every one should build in the right 
place. The Lord bad directed which was 
the right place and those wbo built there 
would be saved.

The St. Louie cyclone was used for the 
purpose of Illustrating God's judicial m- 
connts and introducing othen'of his judg- 
ments In history, soeb as his judgments 
OB slavery, eta • He closed by saying that 
be'didn't believe that St. Louii ao*a«Ung 
to her population was more wioked or 
sinful than any other olty in the country, 
but God sent his Judgment by the storm 
to teach not only St. Lonjn but all men 
that he was God and that Ha still reigns 


and that men are waak and must doptunt 
on Him. God always sends His judg- 
ments to teach men rlgbteounrom That 
s to teach mon to lire right, tu live 
straight, not crooked. The serraou \va» 
full of good practical lessons.

THE SECOND DAY AFTER THE BLOW. 


Thousands of Visitors at St. Louis on 


Sunday—Decatur Went Over 


the 
Route—Unpub- 


lished Facts. 


Since the awful catastrophe at St. Louis 


lastWednesady hundreds of Decatur people 
have visited the city and gone over the 
worst parts of the track ot the tornado. 
The telegraph has toldjin a great measure 
the story of the great disaster, and yet 
tuose who person aly view the wreckage 
conclude that only a small part of the aw- 
ful misfortune has been related. 


What Bev. H. G. HoWbs Sajs. 


On Friday, two days after tbe calamity, 


tho Rev. R. G. Hobbs, pastor of Grace M. 
E. church, visited Kast St. Louis and St. 
Louis. He wont over the entire route. 
Here is a condensation of what he saw 
and learned. 


It is impossible to convey in words 


anything like an exact idea of the devolu- 
tion wrought by the whirl and rush of 
the wind in tho St. Louis cyclone. Tbe 
camera cannot do much better. Single 
ruins may bo depicted, or groups of fallen 
houses. But the magnitude of the appall- 
ing calamity is realized only by going 
along mile after mile of ruined streets, 
looking upon thousands of buildings 
completely demolished, and many thou- 
sands more badly damaged. 
Along some 


blame, for there was every reason to bet 
llevethat there were people yet buried 
there. Perhaps-tbe fact that the authori- 
ties nro expected to look after the unfortu- 
nate is'chilling private sympathy. We 
say when a case of distress presents Itself, 
"wo will report the case to the authori- 
ties." 


That was not Christ's way.' That was 


not the Good Samaritan's way. Organi- 
zation is a good thing but it ought not to 
be made a substitute for individual re- 
sponsibility and activity. The life of» 
great city destroys the quick manifesta- 
tion of sympathy. It will bo days yet 
before, all the ruins arc explored, and it is 
doubtful if the world will hoar much 
about the flridinfc of /those bodies which 
ate unearthed ^ereafter. Tlio real list of 
the dead wIH'be4arger than that reported. 
There were,numberless places last Eriday 
where the dead might have been lying 
uudiscovoreo.i 


I saw an old Soldier and his wife mov- 


ing tboir scanty furniture out of their 
house. The roof was gone. The walls

were brokc^,A*d threatening to fall. It 
seemed as tj»nfajsli they were endangering 
their lives <i£r/ gbiug into it. Tho things 
they Brought out were water sookcd and 
hardly worth carting off. Tho man said 
lie was an old soldier. "I am seventy 
nine," ho said. Just then 
by, evidently a sight seer. 


streets for many blocks not a buiidiug 
escaped. The storm ploughed u wider 
furrow than cyclones have been supposed 
to do. Not a few yards but many blocks 
were covered from side to side of its aw- 
ful path. It travelled for hundreds of 
miles in its pitiless fury. It had wrought 
havoo in many places before it reached the 
great city, and swept on across southern 
Illinois In its career of destruction. 


The ruin was most complete in East St. 


Louis. There the buildings totally de- 
stroyed were mostly frame. But the de- 
struction of life was greatest in the brick 
structures. ID one frame building on the 
east side of the river were eleven people. 
I talked with some of them. The house 
was flat. Every part of it was thrown 
down. It did not look as if a mouse could 
have been in at the time and not have 
been crushed. Yet npt one of the occu- 
pants of the house was even seriously in- 
jured. An old black man was sorting 
out tho broken boards from where his 
house had been. I asked him if any one 
was killed there. "No, boss," he said, 
"dey wasn't nojone to home 'cept my wife 
and she said she didn't git skeered tell it 
was all over and she crawled out from 
between de table and de rockin' cheer." 
Tho house, a two story frame, looked as 
a houso of cards might after a giant bad 
stepped on it. "De table and de rockin' 
cheer," had saved the man's wife. As I 
looked about and saw not a building 
standing near I did not wonder the old 
man said, "We's pow'ful glad we's alive." 
Waving his hand toward a row of deinol 
nsbed houses near by he said. "Dey was 
picikn' out dead folks over yonda off and 
on all day yistaday.'' In one brick build- 
Ing in East St. Lonis, completely demol- 
ished, five poople were killed. In the 
rear part of the basement was a stable. 
Here a horse was imprisoned. He could 
not be taken out but was unhurt and wan 
fed the day after the storm In hjs narrow 
quarters., It looked a little strange to" see 
people, early Friday morning, getting out 
of bed in rooms from which the whole 
outside walls had been torn away. 


I met a woman several times soon after 


daylight, anxiously peering into every 
streetjmd ruin. "I am looking for my 
two boys," she said. "I live in Kansas 
City. They were employed here. I bav« 
gone through the morgues and have 


a man went 
He had on a 


blue coat and wore tho bronze button. 
The old man threw up his hand and with 
cheery ring in lus voice cried, "Hello, 
comrade." I knew that old nlan was all 
right". Anyone who could be light heart- 
ed under such? circumstances would get 
along. 


In one uiiaettaker's establishment were 


a mother and her two little girls. They 
had died together. 
It was a pitiful sight 


to sco tho long coffin flanked with th'e 
two shorter ones, and then to look upon 
the utterly wined building fromj whlcfi 
they had been token. It was completely 
demolished. A man lying on a lounge in 
front of a fumltma store, opposite, point- 
ing up to his uninjured building and then 
across the street, said, "I'm lucky." In 
the general ruin nnd remembering the 
doath of his neighbors he might well 
think so. 


One man said he and another were un- 


loading shingles from a car when the 
storm canie. They were in the yards 
where hundreds/of cars were standing. 
AH ot once without any engine, he .said, 
all the cars began to move on tbe tracks. 
It was a strange, grewsome sight. Then 
the curs began to pitch over and they had 
hard worn to save themselves and their 
lio.-ses 


It will never be known how many per-

Humanity would 
dicate that not a moment be lost in such 
a work of mercy. But on Friday this 
work was largely abandoned or prosecut- 
ed by few hands. In the Tremont house 
ruins at East St. Louis a woman was 
taken out alive and not much hurt on 
Thursday night, twenty-eight hours after 
the atorm. Yet nnt half the ruins had 
been overhauled .It might have been"1 


completely overhauled in a half dozen 
hours by a score of men. They had taken 
time to clean off part of the bricks and 
pile them up in nice little rows while at 
least one living being was pinned down 
by the debris. Two police officers, set to 
guard tbe ruins in that neighborhood, 
were cursing the people in tbe uninjured 
part of the town who came and looked on. 
but never offered to lend a hand in the 
search for tbe dead. At Seventh and 
Rntger street in St. Louis policemen 
guarded thebulldings from which twenty- 
tw8>dead hadlwen taken. Several people 
living in tbe neighborhood told me they 
believed there were" others in the ruins, 
yet the policemen was placed there to 
keep the people from digging intu the 
pilo of debris. If no one is found there 
it cannot relieve tho authorities from 


thus have lost their lives. 


The one unornamental thing in Lafay- 


ette is a little old brick building in the 
south part of it. 
Magnificent mansions 


along the streets about it were torn to 
pieces but th(s old building was hardly 
touched. The old relay depot in East 
St Lonls, which the public have longed 
to see swept away, is another instance of 
tho sparing of what might have been 
taken without being missed. Everything 
else in the neighborhood fell flat, but 
there stands that old hulk and the proba- 
.bilities are that it will be repaired and 
"still continue to make the traveling pub- 
lic miserable. < If a cyclone should ptrike 
Decatur tho safest place would be the old 
Union depot. Paople could floe to that 
for protection and be sure of not being 
blown away. Near tho relay depot I saw 
a stone six feet long, four feet wide and 
half a foot tbitik which had been cmbed- 
ed in the ground before the storm but 
which now^is set upon edge some feet dis 
tant from where it was. 


In East St. Louis, especially, dead 


horses were lying about the streets. Al- 
ready they were making the air foul. 
But it was hardly possible to remove Ibom 
while the time of the people was taken up 
with the burial of their dead friends 
When I alighted at the relay depot a po- 
liceman questioned me closely as to my

Soine, complained bitterly 
that the authorities w«j» refusing ihe aid 
offered by outside citiea It would be 
needed, they mid, nojt only t{ feed the 
hungry but to buy bedf for tb'em to sleep 
on. Many things were blown away out 
of the houses. One physician told me his 
library was gone. The wind had strip- 
ped the room in which it had been and 
be did not know whore it was.' It had

hotly. Some meii were foolish enough 
to demand one dollar an hour. One brick 
mason said he would do work at regular 
wages and was contracting for work on 
that basis.

"The session may run un- 
til Monday, but there is really no Rood 
reason why we should not have a final 
adjournment on the day I have named. 
All the appropriation bills are enrolled 
with the exception' of the contested 
items in conference and these can be 
enrolled on short notice."

Senator Allison. 


Senator Allison is not alone in this 


opinion, and for the purpose of jret- 
tinjr away at the earliest possible mo- 
ment it is understood that the senate 
will, after to-day, begin its daily ses- 
sions at 11 a. m., and remain in session 
as late as 7 p. m. 


One night session will perhaps be 


necessary, on to-morrow, for the sen- 
ate has agreed that on that day it will 
take a final vote on the anti-bond bill. 


It is the general impressibn that a 


vote will be had before adjournm ent 
on the filled cheese bill, which has al- 
ready passed thejhouse, although a vig- 
orous opposition will be offered to it 
in the senate. 


The understanding is that the sen- 


ate will endeavor to pas,s the river and 
harbor bill over the president's veto 
the day following1 similar action on 
that measure by the house. But little, 
if any, debate is anticipated. 


The conference on 'the post offlde ap- 


propriation bill has practically agreed 
upon all items except the Gorman 
amendment restricting the consolida- 
tion of post.offices by the postmaster 
general. It is claimed that the house 
will aececr) to this amendment. 
The 


first conference on this bill was not 
held until a week ago, -although it 
passed both houses more than a month 
ago. 


The only matters that will be likely 


to cause debate in other appropriation 
bills in conference are the sectarian 
school question in the Indian bill, the 
decrease of the number of battleships; 
the limitation of the price to be paid 
for armor; and the proviso forbidding, 
the employment by contractors of 
naval officers on leave in the naval 
bill; a question as to sectarian chari- 
ties in the District of Columbia bill, 
and a like question in regard to Dis- 
trict of Columbia hospitals in the sun- 
dry civil bill. 


To-day being suspension day in the 


house, it is expected that the Phillips 
labor commission bill, the Krdman ar- 
bitration bill, the New Mexico bond 
bill, and the Alaska salmon fishery 
bill will be called up under suspension 
of the rules. 


The report of the committee on 


rivers and harbors upon the president's 
veto of the river and harbor appro- 
priation bill, recommending that it be 
passed, "the objections of the presi- 
dent to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing," is looked for tomorrow. The 
house will expend little, if any, de- 
bate on the matter, and a vote will be 
taken promptly. 


The committee on rules may re port an 


order setting aside two additional days 
besides Monday on which motions to 
pass bills by suspension of the rules 
will be in order. This, however, will 
not be done unless the passage of the 
joint resolution fixing the date of final 
adjournment should be delayed until 
late in the week. When once that res- 
olution passes, the MX days* next pre- 
ceding the day named fqr the close ol 
the session will become suspension 
days under the standing rules of the 
house.

WHY THERE WAS NO BAND. 


Se.l-Explanatoir tetter to Commander 


Martin of the G. A. B.

In many cases only the gables of the brick 
buildings are out, because these offered 
the least resistance to the' outward push 
of the air. Then, too, tbe damage was 
very much greater to east walls than any 
other, though tbe storm came from the 
west. 
What little air was left by tbe up- 


ward suction of the storm was pushing 
from tbe west. This partly counteracted 
tbe pressure within. On tbe east side 
there was no such pressure and the walls 
weqt out 
Furthermore tbe enormous 


breakage of glass on all sides of the houses 
would confirm this view of the way !n 
which the 
destructive force operated. 


Fonr young men in tbe Y. M.C. A. build- 
ing at Esst St Louis were trying to hold 
the big entrance door shut when tbe 
storm began. I talked -with one of them,

when tbe building collapsed, was 


saved because the debris lodged on a table 


have thrown them in all In one direction, 
but in this case'they are found lying in all 
directions, while some of them are twisted 
as if some strong power had deliberately 
seized them by the top and twisted them 
until the fibres were separated into basket 
stuff and turned into a rope.
